It allows 
visitors to examine footprint casts, 
video and audio evidence, 
eyewitness accounts, and the fossil 
record -- then weigh the evidence. 

At the end of the 
exhibit, visitors are asked to make 
a choice based on their conclusions 
— is there really a Sasquatch or is 
it simply fiction? Most voters feel 
that Sasquatch does exist! (it 
should be noted that fewer than 
25% of visitors coming through 
actually vote.) The exhibit will be 
at the Museum throughout the 
summer.

not”? The Museum’s new 
weather station is sure to help 
budding meteorologists understand 
the Rogue Valley's weather 
patterns and appreciate the 
media forecasts. 


The station will be a 
permanent exhibit near the Alpine 
area in the main hall. It will 
feature a scanning display of inside 
and outside temperatures, relative 
humidity, dew point, rainfall, the 
barometric pressure, and wind 
speed and direction. A computer 
terminal will give a daily bulletin 
of high and low temperatures, high 
wind speed, and other weather 
aspects. The station also includes 
weather records from the previous 
six months.
